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PREFACE 


From  my  earliest  recollection,  the  kinsfolk  who  visited  in  our  home  at  various 
periods  had  a  fascination  that  somehow  gripped  me,  and  certain  incidents  asso¬ 
ciated  with  these  visits  left  impressions  on  my  memory,  which  were  never  forgot¬ 
ten.  Especially  was  this  true  when  the  kinsfolk  came  from  a  distance.  I  was  ever 
interested  in  learning  how  these  folks  lived  and  did  things  away  from  where  we 
were  at  home,  and  as  my  parents  were  both  inclined  to  rehearse  and  speak  of  the 
active  life  of  their  kin,  it  always  made  a  marked  impression  on  me.  Frequently 
father  and  mother  would  narrate  incidents  of  their  kin  in  Virginia  and  elsewhere, 
and  I  would  pay  the  closest  attention  to  them.  It  seemed  there  was  born  in  me 
an  inherent  inclination  for  the  study  of  kinship.  As  I  grew  to  manhood,  the  press 
of  material  things  and  an  active  life  along  other  lines  dulled  this  inclination  for  a 
period  of  years  and  this  inclination  lay  dormant  until  I  grew  older  when  it  again 
broke  out  with  increased  fervor. 

In  my  early  life  my  mother  came  into  possession  of  the  Funk  and  Heatwole 

family  histories,  of  which  noble  families  she  was  a  descendant.  Later  in  life  the 

writer  also  came  to  own  a  copy  of  the  Geil  history,  which  was  a  later  record  of 

his  kin  on  his  mother’s  side.  Over  these  histories  I  spent  many  pleasant  hours 

looking  up  family  connections  until  I  had  them  pretty  well  fixed  in  my  mind. 

Then  again,  soon  after  the  year  1900  my  Aunt  Barbara  Breneman  of  near  Edom, 

Va.,  gave  to  my  mother  a  short  history  of  my  father’s  ancestry,  which  she  in 

turn  gave  to  the  writer.  This  soon  resulted  in  a  growing  desire  to  study  the

history  of  the  Breneman  family.  Not  until  in  1929  did  the  fervor  break  out  to  the 
extent  that  I  made  an  effort  to  bring  my  inclinations  to  a  reality.  While  consid¬ 
ering  these  purposes,  the  historian  finds  himself  facing  the  fact  that  he  is  nearing 
the  sunset  of  life,  when,  in  many  instances,  fluency  and  polish  in  writing  have 
ceased,  at  least  to  some  extent.  However,  I  have  given  points  and  dates,  and  if 
in  the  future  some  of  the  more  cultured  relatives  wish  to  add  spice  and  fluency, 
they  can  do  so.  Hence  we  hope  that  coming  generations  will  continue  these 
genealogies  by  beginning  where  this  history  leaves  off,  so  that  as  it  grows  in 
numbers,  it  may  also  grow  in  interest.  This  history  should  have  been  written 
long  ago,  but  it  appears  that  no  one  would  undertake  the  task.  While  many  were 
thoroughly  efficient,  no  one  wras  willing  to  do  this  important  work. 

Collecting  the  material  and  writing  this  history  has  required  more  time  and 
work  than  had  been  anticipated,  but  this  delay  has  resulted  in  a  fuller  and  more 
complete  history  than  would  have  been  possible  if  we  had  finished  it  sooner  as 
had  been  originally  planned.  It  is  the  conviction  of  the  author  that  the  work  will 
be  more  satisfactory  and  enduring  than  if  it  had  been  prepared  more  hurriedly 
and  less  accurately.

immediate  vicinity  for  the  benefit  of  this  history. 

The  writer  points  with  pride  to  this  fact  that,  although  many  of  these  fam¬ 
ilies  have  been  separated  for  more  than  one  hundred  velars,  in  a  very  great  majority 
of  cases  the  Breneman  descendants  were  exceedingly  prompt  in  reporting  their 
family  records  and  were  anxious  for  the  publication  of  the  work. 

There  were  some,  however,  who  answered  only  after  continued  reminders. 
Then  again,  a  very  few  could  not  be  stirred  up  to  sufficient  interest  to  respond; 
hence  the  missing  links  in  these  families.  It  is  taken  for  granted  that  these  would 
not  appreciate  the  history  if  donated  to  them.  Then  there  were  some  who  had 
been  separated  from  their  friends  so  long  that  they  have  been  lost  track  of  and 
could  not  be  solicited  for  their  records.  Indeed  these  are  to  be  pitied,  and  for 
these  cases  I  am  not  responsible.  The  writer  desires  that  the  relatives  realize 
this  fact  and  that  he  left  no  means  untried  to  locate  every  member  of  the  family. 
He  feels  that  he  has  done  his  best  to  find  everyone  connected  with  the  family  tree. 

In  securing  the  information  of  these  aged  ancestors  and  their  descendants,  it 
was  necessary  to  interview  grandfathers  and  grandmothers,  examine  family  Bibles, 
old  documents,  public  records  and  inscriptions  found  in  the  old  cemeteries,  etc. 
Since  much  of  the  information  came  in  crude  form,  it  was  necessary  to  rearrange 
and  compile  it  until  the  manuscript  could  be  understood.  The  author  does  not 
expect  that  this  work  could  do  other  than  create  some  mistakes,  yet  all  this 
was  a  small  task  compared  with  the  letter  writing  to  so  many  nooks  and  corners 
for  the  information  needed.  Some  of  the  answers  were  so  mixed  up  and  badly 
written  that  they  were  often  very  difficult  to  analyze.  It  is  to  be  wondered 
whether  one  in  a  thousand  of  the  readers  of  this  history  will  pause  for  a  moment 
and  consider  the  amount  of  work  connected  with  the  search  for  the  material  of 
this  vast  relationship. 
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The  historian  commenced  the  gathering  of  material  for  this  work  in  July, 
1929,  and  has  donated  his  time  ever  since  until  its  completion.  He  has  borne  his 
own' expense  for  the  gathering  of  data,  and  if  the  expense  of  publication  of  the 
work  will  be  compensated  by  the  sale  of  books,  the  writer  will  feel  that  he  has 
done  only  his  duty.  Therefore  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  Brenneman  descend¬ 
ants  will  be  liberal  and  prompt  in  purchasing  books  and  helping  defray  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  publication.

A  BRIEF  SKETCH 

The  biography  of  the  author  of  this  history  can  be  summed  up  very  briefly. 
He  was  born  near  Singers  Glen,  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.,  April  27,  1866,  and  moved 
with  his  parents  to  Morgan  Co.,  Mo.,  in  the  spring  of  1870.  Here  they  resided 
until  Oct.,  1880,  when  they  moved  to  near  Elida,  Allen  Co.,  Ohio.  He  has  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life  in  this  vicinity. 

His  father  passed  away  in  Mar.,  1882,  before  the  writer  was  sixteen  years  of 
age,  and  being  the  oldest  of  a  family  of  five  children,  was  made  responsible  by 
the  help  of  a  noble  and  devoted  mother  for  providing  for  the  family.  The  writer’s 
education  consequently  was  limited,  and  no  one  more  fully  realizes  than  he  his 
inability  of  producing  a  work  equivalent  to  the  efforts  of  those  who  are  up  to 
date  writers  for  the  press  and  the  public. 

So,  Kind  Reader,  I  hope  you  will  pardon  all  mistakes,  errors,  and  omissions

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THE  NAME 


About  the  origin  of  the  name,  there  are  various  theories. 

(1)  One  of  the  likely  theories  is  the  word  “Brenneman”  means  “the  man 
from  the  BRENNER,”  a  pass  on  the  Tyrolean  Alps,  between  Austria  and  Italy. 

(2)  Some  say  it  signifies  a  distiller. 

(3)  Some  say  it  originated  from  the  burning  of  a  man  at  the  stake  during  the 
Reformation. 

(4)  Possibly  the  most  likely  origin  was  given  by  Dr.  H.  Turler,  at  one 
time  archivist  at  Bern,  Switzerland,  to  the  late  Senator  Horace  L.  Holdeman  of 
Marietta,  Pa.,  who  was  a  descendant  of  Melchior  Breniman,  the  pioneer.  Dr. 
Turler  stated  that  it  took  its  name  from  the  hamlet  of  BRENDI,  near  Bern, 
Switzerland,  where  as  early  as  1479  there  were  numerous  families  found  by  the 
name  of  BRENDIMANN  (later  changed  to  BRONNXMANN)  to  designate  the 
inhabitants  of  the  place.  The  place  BRENDI  is  now  called  BRONNI.  From  the 
records  at  Bern,  we  learn  that  our  forefather,  Melchior  BRONNIMANN,  the  exile 
born  in  1631,  subscribed  his  name  as  here  shown.  His  sons  Melchior,  Jr.,  and 
Christian,  after  coming  to  America,  chose  to  use  an  abbreviated  form  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  forms  of  spelling  the  name  in  their  native  land  (Brendimann  and  Bronni- 
mann).  In  1737,  as  shown  by  the  record  of  wills  in  the  courts  of  Lancaster 
County,  Pa.,  we  find  that  Melchior,  Jr.,  the  Pioneer,  endorsed  his  will  as  here 
shown,  “Breniman.”  In  the  records  of  the  same  court  we  find  that  his  brother 
Christian  signed  his  will  in  17S7  “Branaman.”  On  Mar.  21,  1786,  Melchior  Bren¬ 
iman,  Jr.,  youngest  son  of  Melchior  the  Pioneer  subscribed  to  his  will  thus  “Mel- 
chor  Brenneman.” 

By  referring  to  the  public  records  of  Rockingham  and  Augusta  counties  in 
the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia,  we  find  that  the  name  was  almost  unani¬ 
mously  signed  “Branaman”  between  the  years  1770  and  1815.  After  this  time 
the  sentiment  was  to  choose  other  ways  of  spelling  the  name,  but  all  are  varia¬ 
tions  of  the  original  name.  John  J.  Wenger  of  Harrisonburg,  Va.,  a  great-grand¬ 
son  of  Abraham  Breneman,  the  progenitor  of  the  descendants  shown  in  this  his¬ 
tory,  found  by  examining  the  records  of  deeds  for  Rockingham  County  for  the 
years  1806  and  1808  that  his  name  was  written  “Abram  Branaman”  (while  the 
inscription  on  his  stone  which  was  replaced  by  a  new  one  in  1914  by  his  grandson 
David  C.  Brenneman  shows  the  “E”  instead  of  the  “A”).  From  authentic  doc¬ 
uments  we  learn  that  the  first  set  of  children  all  signed  their  names  “Branaman” 
while  of  the  second  set  of  children,  Henry,  Christian,  John,  Jacob,  and  David 
later  in  life  signed  their  names  “Brenneman.”  Melchior,  the  oldest  son  from  the 
first  set  of  children,  on  May  15,  1813,  signed  a  legal  document,  as  shown  above, 
“Branaman”  a  copy  of  which  is  still  in  the  possession  of  the  writer  of  this  his¬ 
tory,  he  being  a  great-grandson  of  Melchior.  Hence  since  the  last  100  years, 
community  influences  have  brought  about  various  ways  of  signing  the  name  and 
the  writer  of  this  history,  desiring  to  conform  to  the  peculiar  wishes  of  each 
family,  is  following  the  choice  of  the  head  of  each  tribe  in  this  volume. 
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MEMORIAL 

1'rom  the  Archives  at  Bern,  Switzerland,  we  learn  that  Melchior  Bronnimanrr 
the  Exile,  was  horn  in  Switzerland,  about  1631-32,  and  his  home  was  at  Ober- 
Deissbach,  on  the  north  slope  of  the  Buchhalterberg.  Prof.  Gerberich  in  his 
research  found  that  the  Bronnimann  family  was  established  in  Canton  Bern, 
Switzerland,  as  far  back  as  1479,  particularly  in  the  neighborhood  of  Belp  and  in 
the  Aare  Valley.  From  this  point  as  a  center,  the  various  families  seem  to  have 
scattered  abroad.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  family  was  an  old  and  respected  one, 
though  it  had  its  ups  and  downs  like  most  families  had. 

In  this  work  we  are  interested  particularly  in  its  history  from  the  time  of  its 
flight  into  Germany.  However,  it  is  necessary  that  we  understand  the  facts 
underlying  the  flight  of  our  ancestors  from  Switzerland  and  hear  the  circumstances 
attending  upon  it.  From  the  very  beginning  of  the  Reformation,  there  were  re¬ 
ligious  leaders  among  the  Protestants  who  did  not  believe  in  infant  baptism  and 
were  convinced  that  the  Scriptures  taught  that  the  ceremony  should  be  postponed 
till  riper  years,  when  the  candidate  could  recognize  the  spiritual  significance  of 
the  act,  the  washing  away  of  sin.  In  Holland  and  Switzerland  there  arose  impor¬ 
tant  congregations  of  these  so-called  Anabaptists.  In  the  latter  country  the  co¬ 
operation  of  Anabaptists  with  the  great  reformer  Zwingli  assisted  greatly  in  the 
establishment  of  Protestantism.  They  later  separated  from  him  when  he  made 
it  manifest  that  he  intended  to  set  up  a  state  church.  Throughout  the  sixteenth 
and  seventeenth  centuries,  the  Anabaptists  (frequently  called  Mennonites  from 
Menno  Simons,  their  leader  'in  Holland  and  Germany)  suffered  continuous  per¬ 
secutions  in  Switzerland.  In  addition  to  their  insistence  upon  adult  baptism  and 
their  opposition  to  a  state  church,  their  refusal  to  take  oaths  or  bear  arms  had 
made  them  objects  of  condemnation.  Many  were  executed  by  drowning,  burn¬ 
ing,  and  beheading,  down  to  the  martyr  bishop,  Hans  Landis  in  1614.  Others 
were  sold  to  neighboring  countries  as  galley-slaves.  The  mildest  sentence  was 
exile  and  confiscation  of  property,  forbidding  them  to  return  to  Switzerland  on 
pain  of  death.  Melchior  Bronnimann,  being  an  adherent  to  this  faith  and  refusing 
to  abjure  his  Mennonite  belief,  was  warned,  and  finally  punished  by  imprisonment 
in  the  castle  of  Thun  in  the  year  1659.  We  next  hear  of  his  flight  to  (the  Palati¬ 
nate)  Greisheim,  twenty  miles  northwest  of  the  city  of  Worms  in  Germany  in 
the  year  1671.  The  flight  was  unquestionably  due  to  the  severe  government 
mandate  of  1670,  which  caused  exiles  to  leave  Switzerland  for  Germany  in  large 
numbers,  for  a  short  period  of  religious  toleration.  The  Thirty  Years  War  had 
so  completely  wasted  the  land  that  the  rulers  were  quite  willing  for  a  time  to 
waive  religious  orthodoxy  in  search  for  a  people  that  would  restore  their  wasted 
lands  and  repeople  their  towns.  However,  this  period  of  freedom  from  persecu¬ 
tion  did  not  last  long  until  they  experienced  the  same  fate  as  did  their  brethren 
in  other  parts  of  Europe  during  the  last  half  of  the  sixteenth  and  the  first  half 
of  the  seventeenth  centuries.  The  established  church  tried  to  turn  them  from 
their  faith,  and  when  unsuccessful,  it  persuaded  the  government  to  lock  them  up 
in  prisons  or  put  them  to  death.  It  was  during  this  period  that  the  many  battles 
fought  between  the  French  and  Germans  in  the  time  of  Louis  XIV,  the  Palatinate 
\sa>  made  .lie  battlefield  of  struggle.  Many  of  these  nonresistant  Christians  were 
dri\en  out  of  the  country  by  the  French  and  German  armies.  Many  of  them  fled 
to  the  lowlands  of  the  Rhine  where  they  could  not  have  existed  had  it  not  been 
their  rescue  with  money,  food,  and  clothing.  Others  found  their  way  to  America. 

The  sacrifice  that  Melchior  and  his  wife  made  for  the  ideal  of  religious  liberty 
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should  not  be  lightly  passed  over  by  us,  their  descendants.  Their  lives  should 
stand  out  before  us  on  the  page  of  history  as  lives  of  purest  heroism.  They  should 
be  an  ever-living  inspiration  to  their  thousands  upon  thousands  of  descendants, 
particularly  in  this  age  when  the  nobility  of  self-abnegation  is  as  misunderstood 
and  undervalued  as  it  was  in  their  day.  Because  they  feared  God  and  chose  to 
part  with  life  sooner  than  to  put  aside  the  ideals  they  cherished,  we  their  de¬ 
scendants  enjoy  the  freedom  and  happiness  of  a  new  world  today.  The  Almighty 
has  powerfully  blessed  their  seed  and  has  truly  “led  the  blind  by  the  way  they 
knew  not”  to  a  land  of  promise  removed  from  the  scenes  of  their  suffering  and 
captivity.  Because  Melchior  Bronnimann  stood  like  a  rock  while  the  flood  of 
terror  and  bigotry  swirled  around  him,  and  because  his  wife  stood  at  his  side 
with  unflinching  loyalty,  we  are  able  to  say  with  pride  that  our  ancestors  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  founding  of  the  American  nation.  While  Melchior  never  returned 
from  Greisheim  to  his  native  land,  his  sons  Melchior  and  Christian  came  to 
America  from  his  adopted  home. 

Melchior  Breniman,  Jr.,  son  of  Melchior  the  Exile,  according  to  tradition 
was  born  in  1665  and  the  place  of  his  birth  was  Canton  Bern  in  Switzerland.  Like 
his  father  he  learned  the  weavers’  trade.  He  was  a  young  man  of  great  energy  and 
intense  religious  convictions  and  became  a  preacher  in  the  Mennonitc  Church, 
serving  various  communities  of  refugees  in  Rhein-Hessen  and  the  Pfalz.  He 
and  his  brother  Christian  were  the  first  of  the  family  to  emigrate  to  America, 
caused  by  the  renewed  persecutions  of  his  people  by  the  Elector  Palatine,  after 
Louis  XIV  had  overrun  the  land  of  his  adoption  in  South  Germany.  They  came 
here  that  they  might  find  safety  and  freedom  of  conscience  for  themselves  and 
for  their  families.  Prof.  Gerberich  says  that  he  pursued  the  occupation  of  farm¬ 
ing,  weaving,  and  preaching,  while  M.  G.  Weaver,  in  his  book  “Mennonites  of 
Lancaster  Conference,”  lists  him  as  a  Mennonite  bishop.  At  once  after  arriving 
in  America  he  arranged  to  provide  a  home  for  his  family  and  soon  purchased 
land  in  Strasburg  Township,  Chester  County,  Pa.,  which  is  that  portion  of  now 
Conestoga  Township,  Lancaster  Co.  (the  latter  county  not  being  formed  or 
taken  from  Chester  County  until  1729).  Melchior  Breniman’s  name  appears 
with  that  of  his  brother  Christian  in  J.  S.  Mombert’s  “History  of  Lancaster 
County,”  page  423  “with  those  who  purchased  land  in  the  county  in  1710,”  and 
also  among  the  “Swiss  settlement,”  in  same  history,  page  416,  for  the  years 
1715-16-17.  The  late  J.  C.  Burkholder  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  under  date  of  Sept.  14, 
1929,  states  that  Melchior  came  to  America  about  1713  and  located  on  500  acres 
of  land  which  is  now  Conestoga  Twp.,  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.  He  also  states  that 
one-half  of  the  ground  on  which  the  Stone  Mennonite  Church  south  of  New 
Danville,  Pa.,  stands,  was  taken  from  his  farm.  (Here  we  again  quote  Prof. 
Albert  H.  Gerberich.)  Melchior  is  first  assessed  in  the  year  1718,  four  shillings 
and  six  pence;  before  this  he  may  have  resided  a  few  years  with  the  Mennonite 
community  in  Germantown  where  he  had  many  friends,  and  where  his  brother 
was  located  for  many  years.  But  in  1717  we  have  the  date  that  he  acquired  land 
in  Conestoga  Township  from  the  following:  From  the  minute  books  of  the  board 
of  property  of  Feb.  8,  1717,  we  find  this  statement:  “Agreed  with  Martin  Kendig 
and  Hans  Herr  for  5000  acres  of  land  to  be  taken  in  several  parcels  about  Cones¬ 
toga  and  Pequea  Creek  at  the  usual  quit  rent  of  one  English  shilling,  to  be  paid 
annually  at  Chester  on  the  first  day  of  March  yearly  from  the  first  survey.  It 
being  for  several  of  their  countrymen  that  are  lately  arrived.”  The  warrant  for 
this  land  is  signed  Sept.  22,  1717,  to  different  individuals  by  the  Penns.  Among 
whom  were  Melchior  Breniman  and  Hans  Burkholder  who  received  adjoining 
tracts  in  the  allotment.  Melchior  Brenimann  (which  is  from  this  on  known  as 
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Melchior  the  Pioneer)  received  a  title  for  500  acres.  Horace  Haldeman,  a  de- 
ndant  of  Melchior  the  Pioneer,  made  a  research  of  the  holdings  of  his  ancestor 
n  1874  and  found  that  in  addition  to  the  above-named  tract  he  owned  one  farm 
of  200  acres,  one  of  90  acres,  one  of  125  acres  and  another  of  700  acres  that  he 
purchased  from  the  Indian  trader  Pierre  Bezillion  on  Dec.  3,  1728,  located  on  the 
Susquehanna,  which  later  came  in  possession  of  his  son  Christian.  The  original 
plantation  in  the  Conestoga  region  which  was  his  home  place  was  situated  just 
northwest  of  the  land  granted  to  the  original  Pequea  colony  in  1709-1710.  The 
village  of  New  Danville  is  built  on  part  of  Melchior’s  holdings,  which  extended 
from  the  Conestoga  and  Mill  Creek  (4  miles  south  of  Lancaster  city)  to  the 
stone  church  on  the  other  side  of  New  Danville.  Melchior  the  Pioneer  had  chil¬ 
dren  as  follows:  Christopher,  Christian,  John,  Adam,  Catherine  who  married  John 
Steiner,  and  Melchior,  Jr.,  who  seems  to  have  been  born  from  a  second  wife 
whose  name  was  Klizabeth.  So  far  as  known  the  last  named  son  was  the  only 
child  born  to  him  in  America.  Melchior  the  Pioneer  died  Jan.  20,  1737.  His  will 
was  probated  April  2,  1737,  in  the  Lancaster  courthouse,  and  was  written  in  High 
Dutch  language,  in  will  book  X,  2-28.  He  had  in  his  life  time  transferred  most 
of  his  property  to  his  several  children.  A  few  of  the  items  of  his  will  read  as 
follows:  “It  is  my  will  that  my  plantation  be  valued  at  160  acres.  Item,  it  is  my 
will  that  my  wife  have  a  third  part  of  all  my  personal  estate  and  the  use  and 
profit  of  my  plantation  until  my  youngest  son  Melchior  Breniman  shall  marry 
and  after  the  marriage  of  my  son  Melchior  my  said  wife  shall  have  out  of  the 
profits  of  my  plantation  four  pounds  a  year  during  the  rest  of  her  natural  life. 
Item,  it  is  my  will  that  before  any  division  be  made  of  my  personal  estate  my  son 
Melchior  shall  first  take  out  of  the  same  the  weavers  loom  and  tackle,  my  Bible, 
and  my  chest.  Item,  if  my  son  Melchior  shall  die  without  lawful  issue  then  it  is 
my  will  that  my  sons  Adam  and  Christian  shall  be  heirs  to  my  plantation  and 
land.”  Under  date  of  Dec.  1,  1937,  Rev.  Ira  D.  Landis  of  Lititz,  Pa.,  a  descendant 
of  Melchior  states  as  follows:  “Hans  Burkholder  and  Melchior  Brenimann  had 
selected  their  burying  ground  along  their  line  fence,  consequently  the  road  be¬ 
tween  their  tracts  went  around  their  God’s  acre.  Later  the  stone  Mennonite 
Church,  called  the  New  Danville  Church,  was  built  at  the  same  location  and  half 
of  the  ground  was  taken  from  each  of  the  above  tracts,  the  road  curving  west 
around  same  then  slightly  eastward  when  it  again  follows  its  former  course. 
Melchior  the  Pioneer  was  buried  in  this  the  present  church  cemetery  at  New 
Danville,  Pa. 

*  *  *  *  * 

Melchior  Breniman,  Jr.,  youngest  son  of  Melchior  the  Pioneer  was  born  on 
the  old  homestead  of  his  father’s  farm  in  Aug.,  1718,  near  New  Danville,  Lancaster 
t  o.,  I  ’a.,  and  died  at  the  same  place  Apr.  19,  1794.  He  long  survived  his  elder 
brothers,  all  of  whom  died  thirty  years  or  more  before  him.  He  married  Anne 
Good  (1722-1800)  daughter  of  Jacob  Good  of  Conestoga,  who  was  a  son  of  Peter 
Good  an  immigrant  to  Lancaster  Co.,  in  1715.  Melchior,  Jr.,  and  wife  had  13 
children  of  whom  11  survived  them:  Peter,  Melchior,  Abraham,  Isaac,  Margaret, 
Rudolph,  David,  Elizabeth,  Jacob,  Eve,  Ann,  John,  and  Henry.  The  parents  are 
i>m;ed  at  New  Danville  Mennonite  Church.  Melchior,  Jr.,  was  a  prosperous 
farmer  and  left  his  children  well  established  in  life  at  his  death.  His  will  which 
w.i'  rathei  lengths  was  written  in  1786,  and  for  some  reason  his  son  Abraham  was 
not  mentioned,  which  has  given  the  idea  that  Melchior  and  son  Abraham  were  at 
variance,  but  this  may  not  have  been  the  case  as  he  may  have  given  him  his 
portion  earlier  as  was  often  the  custom  at  that  period.  His  mother  gave  Abraham 
his  iull  portion  in  her  will  before  her  death. 
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FAMILY  CHARACTERISTICS 

The  older  generations  of  the  Breneman  family  were  rather  a  large  portly 
build  of  folks,  with  an  iron  will  that  gave  them  the  sturdy  characteristics  that 
have  been  handed  down  to  the  present  generation.  They  were  rather  of  a  heavy 
set  build,  in  height  usually  ranging  from  5  ft.  8  in.,  to  6  ft.  and  over,  and  many 
weighing  over  200  pounds.  Large  feet  and  hands  were  very  common  among  them. 

Those  of  us  living  in  the  present  age  should  pause  and  revere  our  noble  an¬ 
cestors  to  whom  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  and  respect,  when  we  listen  to  the 
experiences  related  by  our  forebears  of  the  privations  they  endured,  battling  with 
sickness,  and  even  premature  death,  because  of  a  lack  of  proper  medical  aid,  and 
facilities  of  caring  for  their  sick. 

The  first  they  did  after  obtaining  a  grant  for  a  home  was  to  clear  a  patch 
of  ground  where  they  might  build  a  log  cabin  usually  covered  with  clapboards 
put  on  without  nails  (for  they  had  no  nails).  This  was  called  “home.”  Every 
member  of  the  family  that  could  work  helped  to  clear  the  ground  of  trees  that 
they  might  plant  some  seeds  and  raise  some  food  to  live  on;  these  were  the  good 
old  days  when  there  were  no  “bums  or  loafers,”  but  everyone  that  could  work  did 
their  part  to  make  this  the  greatest  land  in  the  whole  wide  universe  and  to  make 
it  a  fit  place  to  raise  our  future  generations.  They  traveled  over  dangerous  paths, 
made  long  trips  on  horseback  and  often  by  foot  that  they  might  bring  a  few 
necessities  that  they  could  not  provide  at  home.  This  was  long  before  the  rail¬ 
roads  were  built.  They  cut  their  grain  with  sickles,  plowing  their  ground  with 
wooden  moldboard  plows.  The  boys  wore  homespun  trousers;  the  girls  wore 
worsted  dresses  that  their  mothers  had  spun  the  flax  or  thread  to  weave  the 
goods  from.  Yet  they  were  always  happy.  Their  diet  was  usually  alternated  in 
this  way,  mush  and  milk  for  supper,  and  milk  and  mush  for  breakfast. 

Now,  dear  reader  or  kinsman,  pause  and  think  of*your  hard-working  Christian 
ancestors;  some,  especially  the  ungodly,  perhaps  seldom  if  ever,  entertain  a 
thought  of  thankfulness  to  their  noble  progenitors  who  cared  for  them,  much 

less  to  the  God  who  created  them. 

*  *  *  *  * 

ABRAHAM  BRENEMAN  whose  immediate  ancestors  were  written  of  in 
the  foregoing  memorial,  and  who  was  the  progenitor  of  the  thousands  of  descend¬ 
ants  who  have  been  recorded  in  this  volume,  was  born  Dec.  3,  1744,  on  the  ances¬ 
tral  plantation,  near  New  Danville,  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  He  was  the  third 
child  of  Melchior  Breniman,  Jr.,  and  Anna  Good.  Abraham  was  reared  and 
grew  to  manhood  on  the  old  homestead  where  he  received  his  training  which  in 
after  years  proved  to  be  a  valuable  asset  to  him  in  guiding  his  future  career. 

Abraham  soon  after  having  grown  to  manhood  in  Lancaster  County,  married 
Marie  Reiff  of  Pennsylvania.  They  seem  to  have  lived  in  Lancaster  County  for 
a  few  years  after  which  they  moved  to  near  Edom,  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.,  about 
1770  or  soon  after.  Here  he  purchased  a  tract  of  land  on  Linviiles  Creek  of  at 
least  800  acres.  During  the  Civil  War  the  courthouse  was  burned  at  Harrison¬ 
burg,  Va.,  and  many  of  the  valuable  records  were  destroyed,  among  these  were 
the  copies  of  deeds  and  wills  of  our  ancestor;  consequently  we  will  be  obliged  to 
be  deprived  of  entering  copies  of  these  valuable  documents  in  this  history.  Abra¬ 
ham  Breneman  was  a  hard  working  tiller  of  the  soil,  with  a  determined  will  to 
build  a  home  for  his  family.  He  braved  the  ravages  of  wild  beasts  and  savage 
Indians.  He  endured  all  the  inconveniences  of  pioneer  life  that  we  might  enjoy 
the  fruits  of  his  labors  and  privations  in  later  years.  Long  before  the  present 
school  system  he  provided  more  than  the  ordinary  education  for  his  family. 
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He  had  sixteen  children  born  to  him,  fourteen  of  which  grew  to  maturity, 
and  became  the  foundation  for  thousands  of  homes  in  every  part  of  tie  United 
States,  and  some  in  foreign  countries.  He  was  the  ancestor  of  1 1 1  grandchildren. 

It  has  invariably  been  said  that  these  descendants  are  a  hard-working  folk, 
honest,  industrious,  economical,  and  are  usually  classed  among  the  influential 
citizens  of  the  community  in  which  they  chance  to  reside.  They  are  a  God-fearing 
people,  conscientious,  devoted  family,  and  are  respected  as  such. 

The  older  generations  were  mostly  farmers,  many  of  them  being  large  land¬ 
holders.  Of  the  later  generations  we  have  nearly  every  walk  of  life  represented: 
ministers  of  the  Gospel,  doctors,  teachers,  lawyers,  judges,  bankers,  and  many 
holding  places  of  trust,  etc.;  in  fact  they  are  devoted  to  any  occupation  they  choose 
for  their  vocation  in  life,  and  this  accounts  for  their  usually  succeeding  in  their 

undertakings. 

In  presenting  this  work  to  the  Brenneman  family,  we  do  so  in  a  plain  common 
way  asking  no  honor  to  ourselves  but  only  a  duty.  We  only  present  the  history 
of  a  plain,  industrious,  thrifty,  upright,  Christian  people.  We  present  the  history 
of  an  ancestry  which  were  a  Christian  and  law-abiding  people.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  their  posterity  may  think  their  lives  worthy  of  imitation.  May  we 
never  forsake  the  virtues  of  the  fathers  and  bring  shame  and  reproach  upon  an 
honored  name,  but  may  we  look  forward  and  upward,  submitting  ourselves  to  the 
will  of  the  Lord,  and  finally  all  have  our  names  written  in  the  great  book  of  eternal 
life.  With  this  hope  we  present  this  work  to  the  relatives  and  public.

ALIENS  UNDER  THE  ENGLISH  GOVERNMENT 

The  disadvantage  under  which  the  unnaturalized  were  placed  is  very  well 
stated  by  an  entry  which  appears  in  the  minute  book  of  the  board  of  property 
under  date  of  September  22,  1717,  in  Pennsylvania.  The  entry  is  as  follows: 
“Martin  Kendig  and  Hans  Herr  and  Hans  Funk  with  several  of  the  Palatines, 
their  countrymen  having  applied  to  purchase  land  near  Conestoga  and  Pequea 
Creek  to  accommodate  those  of  them  who  have  lately  arrived  in  this  province,  who 
are  their  relations,  friends  and  acquaintances  and  whom  they  assure  the  board 
are  honest  and  conscientious  people.  Their  request  being  considered  and  the 
circumstances  of  those  people  in  relation  to  their  holdings  of  lands  in  the  dominion 
of  Great  Britain  were  asked,  if  they  understood  the  disadvantage  they  were  under 
by  their  being  born  aliens,  that  therefore  their  children  could  not  inherit,  nor  they 
themselves  convey  to  others  the  lands  they  purchased  according  to  the  laws  of 
England  which  may  in  such  case  be  extended  hither.  They  answered  they  were 
informed  thereof  before;  however  inasmuch  as  they  removed  themselves  and  fam¬ 
ilies  into  this  province  they  were  notwithstanding  the  said  disadvantage  willing" 
to  purchase  lands  for  their  own  dwelling.  It  was  further  said  by  the  commission¬ 
ers  that  it  was  their  business  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  proprietors’  lands  to  such 
as  would  purchase  it,  yet  at  the  same  time  they  were  willing  to  let  them  know  as 
they  are  aliens  the  danger  that  might  ensue  if  not  in  time  prevented,  also  that 
some  years  ago  a  law  was  enacted  by  the  late  Queen  Anne  for  enabling  divers 
aliens  particularly  named  therein  to  hold  and  enjoy  lands  in  this  province  and 
that  the  like  advantage  might  probably  be  obtained  for  those  amongst  themselves 
that  were  of  good  report  if  a  petition  were  preferred  to  this  present  assembly, 
uhni  they  sit  to  do  business.  With  this  advice  they  seemed  pleased  and  desired 
to  tie  informed  when  such  a  sitting  of  the  assembly  would  be  that  they  might 
Prefer  a  petition  to  them  for  such  a  law  as  is  above  mentioned.” 
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Petitions  for  the  above  privilege  were  sent  to  the  assembly,  but  this  was  just 
the  time,  it  will  be  remembered  when  Governor  Keith  was  especially  alarmed  at 
the  German  immigration,  and  it  appears  that  no  attention  was  paid  to  the  demands 
of  the  Petitioners.  Keith  was  followed  by  Gordon  who  was  more  liberal,  and  it 
was  under  Governor  Gordon’s  administration  that  the  Mennonites  of  Lancaster 
County  were  finally  permitted  to  become  British  subjects  and  thereby  acquire  the 
right  to  “sell  and  bequeath”  their  lands,  before  naturalization  had  been  granted 
them.  But  for  various  reasons  this  bill  was  discussed  at  times  and  did  not  become 
a  law  until  1729,  until  they  had  proved  themselves  to  be  of  good  character  and 
well  behaved  and  showed  themselves  honest  and  inclined  to  industry. 

Because  of  this  we  can  justly  say  out  of  honorable  self-respect  of  our  fore¬ 
bears  that  they  were  loyal  to,  but  would  not  be  a  burden  to  the  government 
under  which  they  lived. 

TRADITION  versus  FACTS 

Tradition  is  ever  an  unsafe  guide.  Captain  John  R.  Brenneman  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  b.  Mar.  5,  1842,  relates  the  following  to  his  nephew,  the  Rev.  George  Elmer 
Brenneman,  D.D.,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  The  information  given  us  is  that  Melchior 
Brenneman,  who  was  of  the  landed  estate  class  of  Bavaria,  Germany,  and  who  was 
possessed  of  an  estate  of  36,000  acres  was  on  the  losing  side  of  one  of  the  move¬ 
ments  in  the  Thirty  Years  War.  He  fled  to  Switzerland  where  he  died  and  was 
buried  near  Lake  Constance.  The  Thirty  Years  War  was  from  1618-1648.  It 
was  his  three  grandsons  who  came  to  America,  by  the  kindly  offer  and  solicita¬ 
tion  of  William  Penn,  and  were  possessed  of  landed  estates  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pa.;  Melchior  and  Christian  coming  in  1709  and  Christopher  in  1719.  Captain 
Brenneman  moreover  related  that  the  Brenneman  family  employed  and  sent  the 
Attorney  General,  who  served  under  President  Johnson,  to  go  to  Germany  and 
lay  claim  to  the  ancestral  estate.  This  was  easily  done,  but  the  inheritance  was 
cut  off  by  the  fact  that  the  estate  was  confiscated  by  the  government.  This  state¬ 
ment  can  not  be  confirmed  but  if  it  is  true  then  Melchior  the  Exile  that  was  born 
near  Bern,  Switzerland,  in  1631  or  1632,  and  became  the  refugee  was  the  son  of 
the  Melchior  of  Bavaria. 

Another  tradition  that  many  still  well  remember  was  this,  and  came  from 
what  seemed  to  be  an  unquestionable  source,  that  we  were  the  descendants  of 
Christian  Brenemann,  who  had  come  to  America  between  1709  and  1713,  and  had 
settled  near  Germantown,  Pa.  This  statement  had  been  handed  down  from  the 
grandsons  of  the  first  pioneers  that  landed  in  America.  But  after  a  more  complete 
investigation  we  found  that  his  brother,  Melchior  Brenemann,  who  came  over  at 
the  same  time  left  a  will  that  was  probated  April  2,  1737,  in  the  Courts  of  Lancaster 
Co.,  Pa.,  that  recorded  the  names  of  his  children,  those  of  which  he  had  not 
already  transferred  lands  to  in  his  lifetime,  were  given  their  allotments.  In  this 
instrument  he  wills  his  old  homestead  of  160  acres  to  his  youngest  son  Melchior, 
Jr.,  (1718-1794).  There  is  also  a  document  on  record,  signed  by  Melchior,  Jr., 
bearing  date  of  1793  (one  year  before  the  latter’s  death)  as  a  voucher  for  the 
genuineness  of  the  signature  of  his  father,  saying  that  he  had  often  seen  his  father 
write  his  name  when  he  was  a  boy. 

Hence  since  this  Melchior,  Jr.,  was  the  father  of  Abraham  Breneman  our 
progenitor,  we  accept  the  established  fact  that  we  are  the  descendants  of  Melchior 
Brenimann  the  Pioneer  that  had  settled  in  Conestoga,  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.,  soon 
after  arriving  in  America.

3)  Abraham  Breneman,  third  son  of  Melchior  and  Anna  Good  Breneman, 
was  born  in  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.,  Dec.  3.  1744,  m.  Marie  Reiff  of  Lancaster  Co., 
Pa.,  b.  July  29,  1746,  died  in  Rocking-ham  Co.,  Va.,  Mar.  29,  1788.  He  married 
afterwards  Magdalena  Shank,  daughter  of  Adam  and  Magdalena  (Eyeman) 
Shank,  b.  Jan.  22,  1769,  d.  May  31,  1851.  She  is  supposed  to  have  been  buried  in 
Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio. 

Abraham  moved  with  his  first  wife  near  to  Edom,  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.,  and 
settled  on  Linville  Creek  about  1770  where  he  lived  until  his  death  Mar.  8,  1815,  at 
the  age  of  70  y.  3  m.  5  d.  He  was  the  father  of  16  children  and  111  grandchildren. 

He  owned  in  a  single  tract,  about  800  acres  of  land  on  Linville  Creek.  The 
copy  of  his  deeds  and  will  were  destroyed  during  the  Civil  War  when  the  armies 
of  Sheridan  made  their  raid  through  the  Shenandoah  Valley  and  the  courthouse 
at  Harrisonburg  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  records  were  so  badly  burned  that 
they  could  not  be  read. 

He  donated  the  ground  for  the  Breneman’s  cemetery  a  short  distance  north 
of  Edom,  which  became  the  most  used  for  burial  purposes  of  the  early  settlers  of 
the  community  for  many  years.  In  1898  a  church  was  built  on  the  ground  and 
was  named  the  Lindale  Church,  and  the  cemetery  is  now  known  by  that  name.  In 
1826  a  church  was  built  on  another  part  of  the  estate  that  had  belonged  to  him  in 
his  lifetime,  and  was  named  the  Breneman’s  Church,  and  a  cemetery  was  laid  out 
there  and  goes  by  the  name  of  the  Breneman’s  cemetery. 

Abraham  Breneman,  the  progenitor  of  this  large  ^family  that  will  be  recorded 
in  this  history,  has  been  described  by  his  youngest  son  David  Breneman  of  Cairo, 
Ohio,  as  being  a  tall,  slender  man,  smooth  shaved,  and  of  a  robust  constitution 
and  highly  respected  by  the  church  of  his  choice,  and  by  his  neighbors  as  well. 
That  he  wras  a  pillar  in  the  church  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  were  regular 
church  services  held  at  his  residence  (in  the  early  days  they  had  no  church  houses). 
Some  of  the  ministers  who  officiated  in  the  services  were  Abraham  Neiswander, 
Peter  Burkholder,  Frederick  Rhodes  (who  was  a  son-in-law)  and  Henry  Shank, 
whose  wife  was  a  sister  to  Abraham’s  first  wife. 

It  is  said  that  he  was  often  seen  leading  a  funeral  procession  with  the  corpse 
of  a  child  resting  on  the  saddle  before  him.  He  died  of  camp  fever  which  he  con¬ 
tracted  by  coming  in  contact  wTith  the  soldiers  who  had  just  returned  from  the 
War  of  1812.  He  and  his  first  wife  are  buried  in  the  Lindale  cemetery.  He  and 
both  of  his  wives  were  Mennonites.

Sept.  28, 
1831.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Peter  and  Margaret  (Huber)  Burkholder  of  near 
D.tlr  Enterprise,  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.  This  Peter  Burkholder  was  born  in  1748 
in  Switzerland,  the  son  of  Christian  Burkholder  who  had  made  plans  to  immigrate 
to  America  in  1755  but  died  in  March  of  that  year  before  he  got  started.  His 
widow,  however,  carried  out  his  plans  and  came  to  this  country  with  her  six 
Ciildrm.  landing  in  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.,  in  July  of  the  same  year.  Melchior  and 

Elizabeth  were  farmers.  They  belonged  to  the  Mennonite  Church,  in  which  church 
Melchior  was  a  deacon. 

Melchior  purchased  560  acres  of  his  father’s  old  homestead  near  Edom,  Va., 
where  they  reared  their  family  of  two  sons  and  two  daughters,  who  controlled  the 
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sole  ownership  after  his  death.  He  was  interested  in  the  education  of  his  descend¬ 
ants  as  will  be  seen  by  the  fact  that  he  with  his  sons  Abraham  and  Peter,  by  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  his  half-brother,  Christian  Breneman,  were  the  most  influential  promot¬ 
ers  in  the  building  of  the  Breneman’s  Church  house  on  the  part  of  the  farm  that  lat¬ 
er  became  the  possession  of  his  son  Peter.  This  church  was  built  in  1826  for  the 
double  purpose  of  holding  church  services  and  also  day  school  during  the  week¬ 
days  as  this  was  before  the  present  free  school  system  was  in  effect.  This  church 
building  was  in  continuous  use  until  in  1919,  when  it  was  removed,  because  the 
worshipers  had  settled  nearer  to  the  location  of  the  Lindale  Church,  that  had 
been  built  in  1898  on  the  grounds  of  the  original  cemetery.  Melchior  and  his 
companion  are  both  buried  in  the  Lindale  cemetery.

Henry  was  baptized  and  received  into  the  Mennonite  Church  when  22  years 
<>t  age.  In  the  spring  of  1816  he  immigrated  with  his  bride  of  a  few  months  to 
Kush  (  reek  1  wp„  1- airfield  Co..  O.,  where  he  was  one  of  the  pioneers.  He  pros¬ 
pered  there  and  his  success  influenced  others  of  his  relatives  to  come  out  from 
\  irginia  and  join  him.  He  acquired  and  kept  in  cultivation  two  farms  in  addition 
1  conducting  a  grist  mill  and  a  saw  mill.  So  great  was  the  demand  for  his  “Super- 
Iiiu -Flour  that  he  had  to  run  his  grist  mill  day  and  night,  his  sons,  John  and 
George,  taking  their  turns  as  millers. 

In  183.S  small  po\  visited  the  Rush  Creek  settlement,  and  among  the  victims 
weir  a  ten-year-old  son  of  Henry,  and  then  two  days  later  his  wife.  They  were 
buried  in  a  cemetery  at  Sugar  Hill  near  Bremen,  O.  Henry  himself  lies  buried  in 
the  Pleasant  Hill  cemetery  near  Bremen.  O. 
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His  grandson,  Timothy  H.  Brenneman,  of  Goshen,  Ind.,  says  of  his  grand¬ 
father  that  he  was  a  fine  old  gentleman.  This  was  the  unanimous  verdict  of  his 
neighbors.  He  was  a  good  reader,  and  he  often  read  to  his  family  out  of  a 
mammoth  volume  of  the  “Martyrs’  Mirror,”  a  German  classic,  published  at 
Ephrata,  Pa.,  in  1814.

Henry  was  also  a  good  footman,  having  twice  made  the 
round  trip  over  the  mountains  between  Fairfield  Co.,  O.,  and  Rockingham  Co., 
Va.,  his  boyhood  home.  He  was  a  loyal  Mennonite,  and  his  children  continued 
in  that  faith.

Both  were  buried  in  the  Salem  cemetery  near  Elida,  O.  They  owned 
and  lived  on  their  farm  of  174  acres  located  in  Sugar  Creek  Twp.,  Allen  Co.,  O., 
where  they  died.  John  M.  Brenneman  with  his  wife  united  with  the  Mennonite 
(  hurch  in  Fairfield  Co.,  O.  Soon  after  their  marriage  in  April,  1844,  he  was 
chosen  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  in  the  Mennonite  Church  in  Fairfield  Co. 
Since  his  education  was  very  limited,  he  took  about  two  years  of  schooling  in  the 
public  school  together  with  his  older  children.  In  the  fall  of  1848  he  moved  to 
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Franklin  Co.,  O.,  where  he  resided  a  little  over  six  years.  While  living  in  Franklin 
Co.,  he  was  ordained  to  the  office  of  bishop  in  1849.  In  the  spring  of  1855  he  moved 
with  his  family  to  Allen  Co.,  O.,  where  he  resided  until  his  death. 

The  great  purpose  and  concern  of  his  life  was  the  welfare  of  the  Church,  which 
he  loved,  and  the  salvation  of  souls.  He  was  much  concerned  especially  for  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  his  children  and  grandchildren.  He  devoted  very  little  of  his 
time  to  looking  after  his  temporal  affairs,  but  left  these  mostly  in  the  care  of  his 
eldest  son,  Joseph. 

His  disposition  was  to  look  on  the  dark,  rather  than  on  the  bright  side  of 
things;  to  the  serious,  rather  than  to  the  enjoyable  or  glad  aspect  of  things. 

From  the  time  of  his  ordination  he  entered  upon  his  work  with  great  vigor, 
and  soon  rose  to  prominence,  his  services  being  called  for  in  many  different  con¬ 
gregations.  Being  of  an  aggressive  type,  he  was  one  of  the  early  advocates  of  Sun¬ 
day  schools,  English  preaching,  evening  meetings,  etc.  He  himself  could  speak 
fluently  in  both  the  German  and  English  languages.  It  was  through  his  influence 
that  the  “Herald  of  Truth,”  the  official  church  paper  of  the  Mennonite  Church  was 
promoted  by  John  F.  Funk  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  in  1864.  In  1867  the  permanent  home 
of  the  Publishing  House  was  moved  to  Elkhart,  Ind.  From  the  beginning  of  the 
publication  John  M.  Brenneman  was  a  regular  contributor  and  writer  for  the 
church  organ.  He  wrote  several  books  of  which  “Plain  Teachings”  was  considered 
the  choice  of  his  writings. 

In  his  official  capacity  in  his  home  congregation  he  was  very  stern,  and  in¬ 
clined  to  be  rather  radical  on  some  questions  in  his  early  life.  This  attitude  resulted 
in  a  serious  loss  in  many  of  the  descendants  of  the  older  brethren  of  his  congre¬ 
gation,  but  in  his  later  life  he  was  one  of  the  most  congenial  advisers  the  writer 
ever  worked  with. 

About  twenty  years  before  his  death  he  became  afflicted  with  a  form  of 
paralytic  affection,  which  gradually  grew  wrorse  on  hiip  until  he  could  no  longer 
serve  in  his  capacity  as  leader  in  the  church  work.  For  several  years  he  rarely  at¬ 
tended  services.  On  the  morning  before  his  death  he  requested  to  have  sung  the 
hymn,  “Abide  with  Me,  Fast  Falls  the  Eventide.”  His  funeral  was  held  from  the 
Salem  Church  with  John  F.  Funk  of  Elkhart,  Ind.,  in  charge.  The  sermon  was 
preached  from  the  text  of  his  own  selection,  Deut.  5:29.

Lnlike  his  brother,  John  M.,  he  was  inclined  to  look  on  the  cheerful  side  of 
things,  always  lively  and  talkative,  rather  slow  to  accept  charges  against  his 
brethren,  yet  when  duty  demanded  he  could  rebuke  in  a  kindly  way  that  usually 
reached  his  members  and  brought  about  a  reconciliation. 

It  was  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life  that  these  congregations  began  to 
grow  in  numbers  so  that  it  became  necessary  to  build  new  church  houses  at  both 
the  Salem  and  Pike  places  of  worship.

Near  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  Civil  War  he  was  drafted  into  the  service  of  the  Southern  army 
as  a  cavalryman.  He  served  there  for  over  three  years.  During  that  time  he  had 
three  horses  shot  out  from  under  him,  each  time  making  his  escape.  About  sun¬ 
set  of  the  day  before  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  he  received  a  bullet  in  his  left  side, 
lodging  near  his  heart,  which  he  carried  to  his  grave.  About  eight  months  before 
the  close  of  the  war  he  decided  to  desert  the  service,  and  together  with  Abraham 
Good,  George  Brunk,  Simon  Cooper,  they  equipped  themselves  with  a  horse, 
wagon,  and  with  some  provisions  and  placed  their  wives  on  them  and  started  over 
the  mountains.  The  men  walking  after  night  and  resting  during  the  day  until 
they  had  crossed  the  line  into  the  union  territory  where  they  separated,  A.  P. 
Good  and  wife  and  George  Brunk  and  wife  going  to  Fairfield  Co.,  O.,  and  Simon 
Cooper  and  wife  going  to  Muncie,  Ind.,  while  Melchior  and  wife  went  to  Lan¬ 
caster  Co.,  Pa.  After  the  close  of  the  rebellion,  he  again  returned  to  their  native 
home  in  Virginia  where  they  remained  until  in  February  of  1870,  when  he  moved 
with  his  family  to  Morgan  Co.,  Mo.  Here  he  again  settled  on  the  farm  and  became 
a  farmer,  which  was  his  former  vocation.  On  Sept.  25,  1875,  he  was  ordained  to 
the  office  of  deacon  to  serve  the  Mt.  Zion  Mennonite  Church  at  Mt.  Zion,  Mo., 
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which  place  he  filled  until  Oct,  1880.  He  then  moved  w.th  his  fam,  y  to  Allen 
Co.  O.  where  he  served  the  Salem  congregation  in  the  same  capacity  until  his 
deal!,  on  Mar.  27,  1882.  His  companion  was  buried  by  lus  side  on  July  4,  19  3, 
the  Salem  cemetery  near  Elida,  Ohio. 

In  his  duties  as  a  deacon  he  was  possessed  with  the  rare  quality  of  almost 
always  being  able  to  restore  an  amiable  settlement  and  conditions  of  peace  e- 
t ween  such  as  were  at  variance  with  each  other,  himself  being  of  a  mild  and 
patient  disposition.  He  was  the  father  of  three  sons  and  two  daughters.

He  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Heatwole, 
Nov.  11,  1869,  b.  July  31,  1845,  and  d.  Sept.  5,  1919.  Both  were  buried  at  Prairie 
Street  cemetery. 

J.  S.  Coffman  gave  his  heart  to  God  in  his  youth,  uniting  with  the  Mennonite 
Church  by  baptism,  July  4,  1861,  at  a  time  when  the  Civil  War  was  raging.  The 
southern  confederacy  was  gradually  forcing  able-bodied  men  over  sixteen  years 
of  age  into  the  service. 
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Because  of  conscientious  convictions  he,  with  others,  became  a  refugee  and 
made  his  way  to  the  states  of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania,  where  he  remained  for 

two  years,  when  he  returned  to  his  home  in  Virginia. 

On  July  18,  1875,  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry.  His  early  life  was  given 
to  teaching  singing  schools  and  day  schools,  having  acquired  his  knowledge  by 
Studying  much  at  nights  and  spare  moments.  It  is  said  of  him  that  after  his  mar- 
being  poor  in  earthly  means  but  rich  in  purpose,  he  began  homebuilding 
on  a  farm  at  the  foot  of  Mole  Hill  ill  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.  By  hard  work  and 
economic  methods  they  got  along  nicely.  He  managed  to  work  his  farm,  teach, 
study,  and  attend  school.  J.  S.  Coffman,  when  encouraged  to  attend  the  Bridge- 
water  Normal  by  Hr.  Bucher,  exclaimed  that  much  as  he  would  like  to,  could  not 
because  his  family  had  a  first  claim  on  him.  He  was  assured  that  there  would  be 
a  Way  out  and  that  he  should  be  present  on  Monday  morning.  He  was  present 
.ml  asked  Dr.  Bucher  for  the  use  of  his  book  on  “Quackenboss  Rhetoric”  as  he 
was  short  on  means.  Dr.  Bucher  at  once  assured  him  that  he  could  have  the  use 
of  any  other  volumes  that  he  might  need.  In  the  meantime  Dr.  Bucher  learned  of 
how  he  labored  under  difficulties,  and  when  young  Coffman  asked  how  much  he 
owed  for  the  use  of  the  books,  Dr.  Bucher  answered,  “I  take  nothing  for  favors 
from  a  young  man  who  gets  his  lessons  on  the  plow  handle  while  the  horses  are 
resting.”  The  tears  at  once  started  over  the  cheeks  of  John.  And  he  never  forgot 
this  kindness,  and  after  years  showed  his  appreciation  by  writing  him  friendship 
letters.  In  his  last  letter,  among  other  questions,  he  asked,  “What  are  you  doing 
for  the  Lord’s  work.” 

On  the  day  of  his  call  to  the  ministry,  he  had  not  felt  much  conviction  up  to 
the  time  of  the  last  prayer,  when  at  once  he  received  the  token  from  the  Lord  that 
he  was  the  chosen.  This  was  a  great  day  for  the  Mennonite  Church  of  America. 
He  being  the  one  chosen  introduced  the  greatest  evangelistic  movement  that  had 
ever  taken  place  in  the  Mennonite  Church. 

1 1  is  first  sermon  was  short  and  to  the  point  and  well  delivered.  He  avoided 
the  time  worn  custom  of  preaching  in  a  sing  song  style.  He  prepared  his  sermons 
well,  which,  in  the  beginning,  caused  some  offense.  But  young  Coffman  became  a 
leader  in  the  church  which  gradually  led  others  into  a  more  systematic  prepara¬ 
tion  of  their  sermons. 

On  June  17.  1879,  he  left  the  home  of  his  youth  for  Elkhart,  Ind.,  where  he 
was  to  take  a  place  on  the  editorial  staff  of  the  “Herald  of  Truth,”  and  where  he 
became  a  great  stimulus  to  the  success  of  the  interests  of  the  cause. 

Coffman  had  a  very  pleasing  way  of  presenting  his  discourses  and  always 
made  a  lasting  impression  on  his  hearers  and  especially  on  the  young  people.  WEen 
the  revival  spirit  began  to  take  hold  of  the  church  he  at  once  said,  “What  are  we 
'  1  1  i n -t  for  our  young  people:  Here  was  a  large  field  open  for  harvest.  By  nature 
Coffman  filled  the  place  by  being  filled  with  the  Spirit  of  God.  Well  built,  nearly 
^i\  Let  tall,  weighing  one  hundred  and  seventy  pounds,  graceful,  neat,  smooth 
'  lllul1,  ''Gth  a  clear  winning  gray  eye,  kind  face,  fluent  speech,  refined  manner, 
and  a  great  amount  of  personal  magnetism.”  He  was  fitted  physically  on  the  one 
hand,  while  his  devoted,  pious  character  with  good  common  sense,  the  experience 
of  a  thorough  conversion,  and  the  outpouring  of  God’s  Spirit  upon  him  for  service 
fitted  him  on  the  other  hand  spiritually  for  the  work  to  which  he  had  been  called. 

He  was  very  successful  in  his  evangelistic  work.  Through  his  efforts  hun¬ 
dreds  of  our  brightest  young  people  were  saved  to  the  church  of  their  fathers. 

Coflman  never  gathered  much  of  this  world’s  goods  together,  but  he  at  one 
time  said  to  the  writer  that  he  could  not  do  efficient  work  for  the  Lord  until  he 
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promised  the  Lord  to  be  a  poor  preacher  (financially)  all  his  life  which  he  carried 

out  to  the  end. 

He  helped  to  promote  a  number  of  innovations  in  the  church  that  have  been 
monuments  to  the  present  day.  Among  this  number  was  the  Elkhart  Institute,  the 
first  church  school  of  the  church  of  his  choice.  He  supported  the  Mennonite  Book 
and  Tract  Society  from  its  beginning.  He  helped  to  introduce  the  Sunday  School 
Conference  into  the  Mennonite  Church.  He,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  mem¬ 
ber,  brought  about  a  condition  whereby  the  difference  between  the  Old  Mennonite 
Church  and  Amish  Mennonite  Church  were  forgotten  and  cast  aside. 

Coffman  was  often  minunderstood  by  well  meaning  brethren  but  he  had  an 
exceptional  way  of  getting  the  good  feeling  of  even  his  opposers.  In  his  death 
the  church  lost  a  strong  pillar  and  aggressive  worker,  but  his  labors  are  still  going 
on.  At  his  funeral  were  ministers  from  Ohio,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  and  Illinois. 

While  his  funeral  w*as  being  held  at  the  church  in  Elkhart,  Ind.,  an  overflow 
service  was  held  at  the  Elkhart  Institute  Hall,  and  at  the  same  time  a  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Bank  Church  in  Virginia.  He  was  the  father  of  5  sons  and  2  daughters.

lie  w  ;i g  born  and  lived  all  his  life  on  the  farm  which  his  parents,  the  late  preacher 
Joseph  and  Susanna  \\  eaver,  purchased  after  moving  to  this  county  from  Vir¬ 
ginia  about  1869.  As  a  young  man  he  united  with  the  Mennonite  Church,  of  which 
his  father  was  the  pastor.  It  was  a  thriving  church  until  about  1896  when  another 
minister  moved  into  the  community  and  influenced  a  number  of  the  like  faith  to 
settle  in  the  same  congregation,  soon  after  which  differences  of  opinion  arose  and 
finally  resulted  in  such  strong  dissensions  that  some  of  the  original  number  with¬ 
drew,  among  which  was  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Jesse  being  a  strong  leader 
was  soon  prevailed  on  to  lead  the  one  group  together  with  many  other  folks  of 
his  community.  He  was  soon  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  had  constantly  been  active  in  preaching  the  Word  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
Through  his  influence  a  country  church  was  built  near  his  home  in  1910,  where 
he  served  for  23  years.  He  also  served  as  pastor  of  a  church  25  miles  from  his 
home  where  he  held  services  once  a  month,  also  at  a  schoolhouse  10  miles  from 
his  home  where  he  preached  once  a  month.  His  patience,  kindness,  and  Christian 
fortitude  won  for  him  many  friends  in  the  surrounding  community.  He  was 
called  into  many  homes  to  speak  words  of  comfort  to  the  sick  and  dying.  In  his 
last  illness  when  delirious,  he  preached  the  Word  of  God  and  sang  and  quoted 
many  spiritual  songs. 

In  the  23  years  of  his  pastorate  he  preached  517  funeral  sermons.  In  his 
passing  the  community  lost  a  strong  contender  for  the  faith;  and  the  church,  a 
leader  who  will  not  soon  be  forgotten.  Funeral  services  were  held  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon,  Feb.  28,  1933,  at  the  Tower  of  Light  Church  of  which  he  had  been  pastor, 

where  approximately  2000  persons  had  gathered  to  pay  the  last  tribute  of  respect 

to  one  who  spent  a  life  of  service  among  them.

Abraham  and  Susan  both  died  on  the  old 
homestead,  near  Lancaster,  O.,  which  he  had  inherited  from  his  parents.  Here 
they  reared  their  entire  family  of  11  children.  The  farm  remained  in  the  family 
until  1914  when  it  was  sold.  They  were  buried  in  the  Forest  Rose  cemetery  near 
Lancaster,  O.  From  the  age  of  14  years,  Mr.  Freed  was  always  afflicted  with 
white  swelling  in  his  limb;  he  was  a  patient  sufferer,  and  was  ever  active  in  life’s 
duties  and  employments.  He  was  an  ardent  student  of  science  and  art,  of  which 
his  became  a  master  mind;  his  strongest  inclinations  were  towards  mathematics, 
geology,  and  botany.  Prof.  Freed’s  educational  opportunities  were  very  meager, 
as  his  only  schooling  was  what  he  received  in  the  common  schools  of  his  day; 
the  only  additional  training  that  he  received  was  three  months  at  the  Greenville 
Academy.  He  grew  up  with  an  unquenchable  thirst  for  a  knowledge  of  nature. 
At  the  age  of  18  years  he  began  teaching  school  as  a  means  of  furthering  his  edu¬ 
cation  in  buying  books,  etc.  In  his  botanical  collection  were  all  kinds  of  wild 
flowers,  ferns,  etc.  His  collection  in  geology  consisted  in  minerals,  shells,  precious 
stones,  Indian  relics,  stuffed  birds,  reptiles,  lava  from  Mt.  Vesuvius,  etc.  With 
his  telescope  he  studied  the  stellar  system,  and  with  his  microscope  he  studied 
insects,  plant  life,  etc. 

He  taught  for  15  years  in  the  academy  at  Pleasantville,  O.  After  he  could 
no  longer  teach,  he  delivered  many  lectures  always  illustrating  them  with  his 
own  inventions  and  drawings.  His  services  were  in  great  demand  on  the  lecture 
platform.  His  peculiar  talent  placed  him  in  a  class  to  himself,  and  for  this  reason 
his  lriends  being  so  differently  made  up  often  failed  to  understand  his  silence, 
but  his  greatest  pleasure  was  found  in  showing  his  visitors  his  collections  that 
he  had  and  answering  any  questions  they  might  ask.  When  before  students  and 
professors,  he  was  at  his  best  and  was  a  very  fluent  speaker. 

Mr.  Freed  was  a  kind  husband  and  a  true  affectionate  father.  On  Oct.  12, 
1 8^2,  a  few  months  before  his  death  on  the  occasion  of  their  first  family  reunion 
of  their  large  family  he  had  prepared  a  short  talk  for  Mrs.  Freed  and  the  family. 
In  these  remarks  he  showed  his  gratitude  that  so  large  a  family  had  been  spared 
r\c«pt  one.  He  also  expressed  his  great  joy  that  not  one  had  gone  astray.  He 
said  that  we  as  parents  have  tried  to  impress  the  principles  of  right  and  justice 
and  to  live  right  and  virtuous  lives.  He  always  respected  the  devoted  Christian 
pr.n  iple>  and  lives  of  his  father  and  mother,  of  his  wife  and  children.  He  never 
sought  to  deter  his  family  from  following  their  own  judgment  on  this  subject. 
He  often  attended  church  services.  His  sympathies  were  on  the  side  of  morality 
and  virtue.  He  despised  profanity  and  everything  of  a  kindred  character.  At  one 
time  in  delivering  an  oration  he  made  these  statements:  “We  live  in  deeds,  not 
years;  in  thought,  not  breaths:  in  feelings,  not  figures  on  a  dial;  we  should  count 

time  by  heart  throbs;  he  lives  most  who  thinks  most,  feels  the  noblest,  acts  the 
best.’ 

A  few  days  before  his  death  he  made  this  statement  to  a  visiting  minister, 
that  •  1  love  nature  and  nature’s  God.”  He  never  openly  accepted  Christ  as  his 
Saviour.  Mrs.  Freed  was  a  United  Brethren.

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same  year,  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  in  which  capacity  he  labored  for 
sixty-two  years.  Concerning  his  early  ministry,  we  quote  from  the  Hartzler  and 
Kauffman  Mennonite  Church  History:  “He  entered  upon  his  work  at  once 
with  great  vigor  and  soon  rose  to  prominence,  his  services  being  called  for  from 
far  and  near.  In  March,  1864,  he  moved  to  Elkhart  Co.,  Ind.,  where  his  ministry 
was  noted  for  the  intense  interest  stirred  up  among  the  people  and  for  his  conflict 
with  Jacob  Wisler.” 

VVisler  was  the  bishop  of  the  district  and  a  leader  of  the  ultra-conservative 
element,  opposing  Sunday  schools,  English  preaching,  evening  meetings,  etc., 
which  practice  Daniel  Brenneman,  John  F.  Funk,  and  others  maintained  were 
essential  to  a  more  efficient  propagation  of  the  gospel.  Wisler  was  finally  silenced, 
and  in  1871  withdrew  from  the  church  and  with  his  few  followers  organized  a 
separate  branch. 

Concerning  this  stage  in  the  history  of  the  church,  we  again  quote  from  the 
above  mentioned  church  history:  “As  time  passed  on  the  necessity  and  demand 
for  English  preaching  became  more  urgent,  and  the  body  of  members  became 
more  and  more  convinced  that  this  want  should  be  supplied.  About  this  time 
Daniel  Brenneman  a  minister  from  Ohio  appeared  on  the  field.  In  the  eyes  of 
many  he  was  the  man  for  the  place.  He  was  orthodox  in  his  views,  though  in¬ 
clined  to  be  radical  on  some  questions.  He  could  handle  languages  excellently. 
He  was  eloquent,  aggressive,  a  good  singer,  and  full  of  life.  The  church  revived, 
and  crowded  houses  greeted  him  wherever  he  went.  His  services  were  demanded 
frequently  at  funerals  and  on  other  occasions.” 

After  the  separation  of  the  ultra-conservatives,  Brenneman  and  some  others 
contended  that  still  more  aggressive  efforts  should  be  put  forth.  In  fact  he  and 
John  F.  Funk  actually  conducted  in  1872  at  Masontown,  Pa.,  the  first  revival 
meeting  in  the  history  of  the  Mennonite  Church  in  the  United  States.  It  was  on 
the  issue  of  revival  meetings,  prayer  and  testimony  meetings,  etc.,  which  the 
church  at  that  time  did  not  see  fit  to  endorse  (though  they  have  since  done  so) 
that  he  was  finally,  in  1874,  separated  from  the  mother  church,  an  ordeal  that  was 
painful  to  both  parties  concerned.  The  result  was  a  new  Mennonite  body,  now 
known  as  the  Mennonite  Brethren  in  Christ.  He  was  the  founder,  in  1878  of  the 
Gospel  Banner  and  he  was  its  editor  for  a  number  of  years.  The  paper  was  a- 
dopted  and  still  remains  to  be  the  official  church  organ.  He  served  for  many 
years  as  presiding  elder  of  the  Indiana-Ohio  Conference. 

He  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  energy  and  means  in  promoting  the  cause 
he  had  espoused,  and  to  which  he  felt  the  Lord  had  called  him.  While  not  thus 
engaged,  he  was  busy  with  the  plow,  cultivator  or  hoe,  in  which  occupation  he 
also  took  great  delight.  In  the  language  of  one  of  his  neighbors,  “He  was  the 
hardest  working  preacher  I  ever  knew.”  He  reached  the  ripe  old  age  of  85  years 
and  lived  to  see  the  day  when  the  bitter  feeling  toward  him  had  largely  dis¬ 
appeared,  and  the  most  of  his  old  brethren  would  invite  him  to  preach  when  he 
visited  among  them,  a  privilege  which  he  appreciated  very  much.  His  mortal 
remains,  with  those  of  his  companion,  now  lie  peacefully  at  Oak  Ridge,  Goshen, 
Ind.,  there  awaiting  the  summons  from  on  high  (By  his  son  T.  H.  B.).

He  was  baptized  by 
Bishop  John  M.  Shenk.  He  taught  school  in  Keokuk  Co.,  Ia.,  in  1890  and  1891, 
after  which  he  attended  the  state  normal  at  Warrensburg,  Mo.,  for  several  years, 
and  later  spent  one  year  in  Penn  College  at  Oskaloosa,  Ia.  While  in  Missouri  he 
was  ordained  to  the  ministry  in  Bethel  Church,  Cass  Co.,  Mo.,  by  Bishop  Daniel 
Kauffman,  after  which  several  years  were  spent  in  evangelistic  work  mostly  in 
Pennsylvania,  where  on  July  1,  1897,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Hostetler  of  Mil- 
lersville,  Pa.  She  died  July  14,  1898.  On  January  1,  1899,  he  started  on  a  tour 
around  the  world.  He  spent  six  months  in  Bible  lands  and  wrote  a  book  of  his 
travels  entitled  “Six  Months  in  Bible  Lands,  and  Around  the  World  in  Fourteen 
Months,”  which  was  read  with  much  interest  by  many  people.  In  March,  1900, 
he  was  married  to  Anna  M.  Lehman,  Millersville,  Pa.  They  located  on  a  farm 
near  Fentress,  Norfolk  Co.,  Va.  For  the  last  fifteen  years  of  his  life  he  served 
as  president  of  the  Eastern  Mennonite  School  at  Harrisonburg,  Va.  It  may  truth¬ 
fully  be  said  of  him  that  almost  his  entire  life  was  spent  in  the  interest  of  the 
church  of  which  he  was  a  devoted  member.
